fiege Lerida affoon as the next expected Succours 
arrive in Catalenia. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated Nov. 17. 
__Bruffels, Nov. 9. The Befieged in the Citadel 
of Lifle defend themfelves as vigoroufly as they did 
inthe City. Notwithftanding which, Reporis are 
fpread that they will hold out bur a few Days, be- 
caufe they are in Want of Ammunizion and Provifi- 
Ons; though all the Letters aifure us that they mnke 
an extraordinary Fire without being fore'd to it: 


That they carried in with them all the Provifions that . 


were in the City, befides what they had io their 
Magzzines ; and that on the other Hand Provifions 
are very dear in the Army of the Ailies; who want 
many things, and etfpecially Ammunition, and 
whofe Number is confiderably ciminifh'd ; nor can 
they any more receive Supplies either by the Way 
of th: Schelde, or of Oftend fince the French became 
Matters of Leffingen, whence they have made a Line 
to Pisflendael, and have at prefent a free 
Communication with Newport and Dunkirk. The 
States of Holland adjournd from the 3d of this 
Month to the 22d. They had affembled to ferle 
the Winter Quarters for the Troops: But the Cam- 
Paign being like to laft along Time ftill, they put 
off that Affair to their next Meeting. The States 
Geveral have caus’d a Placard to be publith’d, for- 
bidding on Pain of Death the fending any Provifions 
‘ot Merchandize to the Places .in the Netherlands 
Poffefs'd by the Troops of France: but tis believ'd 
this Prohibition can be Prejudicial only to the Tra- 
ders of the Waited Provinces ; becaufe the French

From the Camp at la Baffee, Nov. 8. 4000 Pio- 
meets and 400 Soldiers are employ’d to fortify this 
Town. The Fortifications confit of 8 Baftions fac’d 
with Tu:f, and a good Palifade ; fo that ioa litile 
Time tbe Place will be in a State of Defence. Ge- 
neral Wackerbarth commands the Troops here, the 
hereditary Prince of Heffe Caffel being gone to com- 
mand the Dutch Horfe in the Duke of Matlbo- 
rough’s Army. The Prince d’ Auvergne, Major-Ge- 
neneral, came Yefterday with 2000 Horfe, to re- 
lieve the 1500 who were here and hereabouts under 
the command of a German Major-General. M. de 
Goflinga, one of their High Séightinefs’s Ficld-De- 
puties, and M. Pefters Receiver-General of Contri- 
butions, arriv’d here at the fame Time, to view the 
new Fortifications, and to caufe to be carried our of 
Artois to Lifle al! the Corn that can be had, either 
in Part of Contributions or for ready Money. Yetter- 
day 20co Sacks of Corn from that Province pafs'd 
this Way for Lifle. Whence they write, that they 
have Plenty of all things. Since the Allies were Ma- 
fters of that City the Peafants bring in daily all 
manner Provifions. They add, that "twas true the 
French before they furrender’d that Place, diftribu- 
ted Horfeflefh to the Garnfon; but that they did it 
partly becaufe wanting Forrage for their Horfes, 
they had been oblig’d to kill 600 of them. The 
Troops who at prefent befiege the Citadel, have 
made 3 great Forrages towards Lens and Bethune 
fince we took Poft here ; and every Time carry’d off 
abundance of excellent Forrge. To Morrow we 
fhall make a Forrage ; and 3 Battallions will * 7 
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der'd to Poft theafelves on this file the Canal of 
Dowsy ; from a lictl: Redoub: cal’d Burclos, by 
Pont a Vaudin and Hirae, as far as Lens, to cover 
our Men, We hive frequenr Sxirmilhes with Parcies 
of the Entmy, why are on the other fide of the Ca- 
nalot Doway, 
From the Antwerp Courant, dared Nov. 20, 
Aire, Nuv. 16. The 146 in the Morning we 
were very mucs alarm'’d here, upon the fadden 
coming of 4 or 5000 of the Enemy to Fort Melo 
near this Lown: Buc after a fhore Sray, they 
march’d towards Witerne between Sc. Omer and 
Teroane. ’Tis feard they detiga an Excurfion into 
the Diftricts of Gaines or Bologne. 6 Companies of 
our Garrifon, which contifts of 6 Barrallions, were 
fent Yefterday to Fore St. Venant; co put that Place, 
which is a Poft of Confequence on thie Lis, ina 
Condition of not being furpriz’d by the Enemy. 


Hague, Nov. 20. ‘ The States have receiv’d a 
* very obliging Letrer from the Czar of Mufcovy ; 
‘in which be acquaints them, that in Confiderati- 
‘on of their refraining from acknowledging Stani- 
* flaus for King of Polend, he has voluntarily given 
* Orders for taking off the new Impofts which he 
* had caus’d to be laid on Goods imported into his 
* Country from thele Provinces. The States are 
‘the beter pleas’d with this Letter, becaufe his 
* Czarith Majefty had been in vain foilicited, thefe 
* 4 Years paft, ro abolith thofe Impofts. Some Let- 
* ters from Paris advife, that there is no End of the 
* Differences between the Dake of Burgundy and 
* the Duke of Vendome: That the firft refufes ob- 
* ftinarely to leave the Army, faying be will not 
* give Way fo far to the Duke of Vendome ; and 
* the latter has reprefented to the Court by M. de 
* Chamillard, thet if he be not thought capable of 
* commanding the Army fingly, he earneftly defires 
* to be excus’d from further Service: But the King 
* having a very good Opimion of his Condud, will 
* not by any Means confen: to his Difmiffion ; and 
“has therefore difpatch’d M.de Chamillard back 
* agen to Flanders, with InftruGtiions to reprefent to 
* the Duke of Burgundy, in Order to prevail with 
*“himto return to Verfailles, that bis Grandfather 
* is in fo il] a State of Health, as to have been, for 
‘fome Days, oblig'd to keep his Chamber. We 
* are in no Impatience for the Reduction of the Ci- 
‘adel of Lifle, knowing it neceffarily requires 
* Time to take all the Oucworks by Sapping, which 
* the Befiegers have refolv'd to do before they begin 
* to fire from their Betwteries: And after that, we be- 
* lieve we thall foon fee what Mettle the Marfhal de 
* Bowfflers is made of. In the mean time, the laf 
* thing we fhall fear, will be, that the Enemy, with 
* their Intrepidity fo much experienc’d this Cam- 
* paign, will Starve our bafhful Army. Ic feems 
* "tis too easly yet to talk of Winter-Quarters for 
* the Forces of the Allies ; but we are inform’d that 
‘ when that Time comes, which we have good 
“ Reafon to believe will not be till Ghent and Bru- 
* ges are wrefted out of the Enemy’s Hands, the 
* Difpofition of the Troors will in general be thus ; 
* The Britith Forces wil! be quarter’d neareft to our 
* Frontiers, thofe in the Pay of chis State forwar- 
‘der, and Prince Eugene’s Body foremoft towards 
* France.
